| The Connecticut eléction was aes 
recognized, here at home, as the most de- 
cisive test of the popular feeling on the su- 

preme issue between a war and a peace pol- 
‘icy. Every election which had_ preceded it 
turned mainly upon minor questions. The 
peace’ advocates, indeed, claimed the Anti- 
Administration results. as tavorable to them- 

selves, but with no good reason. ese re-. 
sults simply signified. that the majority were 
not well satisfied. with the management 
of the war; they had little or no bear- 
ing upon the abandonment of the war. 
In Connecticut, this latter policy was boldly 
advanced, and “it constitated the real ground 
of the contest. Had a decidéd majority of the 
intelligent people of that State pronounced in 
favor of the principles avowed by the peace 
candidate, there is no denying that it would 
have been'a very strong indication, if not a 
positive proof,. that a controlling por- 
tion of the people . of . the North 
were tiring of the war, and ready to vote 
it “a monstrous fallacy.” The peace leaders 
had published to the world their absolute con- 
fidence of carrying ‘the State; and not with- 
out some reason, considering how many of its 
most patriotic citizens were in the National 
armies, with no power of voting. It is not at 
all strange that the extreme interest which 
the Connecticut canvass excited throughout 
the Confederacy extended. over the. water, 
and that in both meridians high hopes were 
alike formed, of a. Northern defection:se ex- 
tensive and ‘profound’ that the Government 
would be paralyzed. . 


Consequently, we. see. the. London. 7imes, 


exhibiting exactly the same. browbeating 
spirit that so particularly marked the Rich- 
mond Enguirer while under the. belief that 
Tuomas B. Szvvoun was the real “ representa- 
tive man” of the North. It is imperious in 
precisely the same ratio that it believes us 
weak. There has been a gradual: crescendo 
rise in its bullying accents, till now it stormed 
in much the same key as 
difficulty. . Our lack of arms,and of organiza- 


tlon, and our general defencelesshess at that. 


time, was the main stimulus of the. bellicose 
temper then exhibited., In the same man, 
ner the assurance of a distracted and emascu- 
lated North now works up a similar war fury 
in the magnanimous seul of the champion of 
the privileged orders of England. 


Of course nothing will come’ of this. The 
result of the Connecticut ‘election, and the 
general collapse of Copperheadism immedi- 
ately ensuing, have since become known ; 
and we .may safely caiculate:..upon a 
very ‘speedy ‘lowering of tone. The rul- 
ing classes of England will, in due time, 
have found that the North was never better 
united on a thorough and effective war policy 
than now, and that the Government was 
never better. prepared to fight not only the re- 


bellion,; but-ite “ally'to boot, if need be, We 


are no longer dependént tipon Europe’for the 
material of war. ‘We can very quickly put 
ourselves in'a condition to repel any attack. 
Our Enrollment bill, which the people have 


emphatically ratified, enables us to put with- ’ 


out serious difficulty @ million additional men 
into the field.,, Our. iron-clads, completed and 
near completion, are five times more for-’ 
midable than the whole British ‘navy comi- 


bined. The success of the rebel: defence of. 


Charleston harbor has demonstrated that every 
Northern harbor may in like manner be made 
impenetrable by any naval force which Eng- 
land'ean send against them: We are’ absd- 
lutely séoure from any attack in the power 
of England to make,-save in_ the sin- 
gle particular of our commerce on the high 
seas. But this already so suffers from An- 
glo-rebel privateers that it could be no great 
hatdship to’ it to call it home, and keep it 
home, altogether. On the other hand, Eng- 
land was ‘never in a worse condition to re- 
ceive our attacks. Its. commerce, which 
swarms on every sea, would fall, a helpless 
prey to our privateers. Canada is‘ unprotected, 
and,besides, wouldscarcely throw her heartinto 
such a fight. British Columbia and Vanco 

Island are defenceloss. Ireland is fermenting 
with disaffection; and at least three-fourths of 
it is 6-day prepared in mind toavailitsell ofthe 
support we could render, to fight to the death 
for deliverance from British rule. This array’ 
of facts is quite too plain to escape thé ob- 
servation of the rulers of England ; and now 
that the last fact of all—the sub- 
stantial unity of the Northern mind and pur- 
pose—has come to thelr knowledge, and been 
made cettain beyond all further possibility
